December 8th. Is 
“Universal 
Bible Sunday" sponsored by The American Bible 
Society whose slogan Is "There must be no BIBLE* 
blackout anywhere". The feature editorial In last 
week's Hamilton County News was entitled: "Make 
America Bible-Conscious»*. The editor said in part. 


. , . "There was a time when America was Bible 
k conscious. The Puritan refugees who settled our 
■shores in the 17th. century had a few books beside» 


r the Bible. Many of them came to the new world 
chiefly that they might worship God freely as they 
were guided by the teachings of the Bible. 
All 
but one of the ten colleges they founded before 
the Revolution that have survived to this day 
began with faculties of theologians whose main 
purpose was to give adequate training to ministers 
of the Gospel. One of the first acts of the new 
Congress was to provide funds for the publishing 
of Bibles in the new country. One of the most 
successful movements of the nation's early days 
was the Bible society movement which resulted in 
the establishing of more than 180 Societies before 
the organisation of the American Bible Society in 
*1816 
Somebody has said that morally we are still 
running on the momentum of those old Bible- 
conscious days, but the movement is rapidly running 
down. We heartily Join in celebration of Universal 
Bible Sunday again this year on December 8th. 
sponsored by the American Bible Society which 
will soon commemorate its 125th. anniversary, for 
re believe more of the Ten Commandments and 
the sermon on the Mount, as well as some of the 
solemn warnings of the Prophets, without whicn 
our nation would have crumbled long ago, are 
badly leeded now”. 


In o’her words. Bible-cons- 
ciousness, or rather a working knowledge of its 
contents, is America's first line of defence When the 
B.ble is blackrd-out by ignorance. indifference and 
fumbling. the distinctly Christian characteristics 
of our civilization, including everv precious thing 
wr mean bv the word “democracy" is threatened. 
Just because a book has had a great place in the 
lives of ordinary people thru by-gone generations 
is no guarantee that it will rema n so. Not long 
ago Bun van's Pilgrim s Progress seemed to be a 
permanent bouk 
Now it is no longer a best-seller. 
It has practically dropped out of the experience 
of the American churches. The Bible is likewise 
disappearing 
Dr Henry Sloan Coffin h*.s recently 
called attention to the fact that while the Bible is 
being seriously studied in ministerial circles, the 
common people are letting it drop out of their 
lives 
The American Bible Society is a non-profit 
making institution having the honor of translating 
the Bible into a thousand different languages and 
distributing it in ecery comer of the globe at cost. 
But what doe» all such sacrificial work amount to. 
if people refuse to read it and allow its teachings 
to mould their ethical ideals? 
Yes. we need a 
world-wide revival of Bible BUYING backed up 
by Bible READING 


Every high school child has

thcv should know in addition to the above: <l> The 
books of our Bible are not arranged chronologically, 
bu? according to events. 
For example, Matthew 
was not the first New Testament book written; it 
was Paul’s first letter to the church in Thessolonica 
m 50 A D 
<2> The last historical event recorded 
in the Old Testament is "The Restoration’’ in about 
400 B.C. when the deported Jews were allowed to 
be restored to Palestine. There is therefore a gap 
of about 400 years between the close of the Old 
Testament and the rise of Christianity, Jesus was 
bom into a Romanized Palesttne. His world was 
400 years ahead of the world with which the Old 
Testament deals. To understand Jesus we must 
know something more than the Old Testament. 
We must know something about HIS world which 
was dominated by Greek and Roman culture; not 
by the ancient Hebrews. Many of the problems 
which Jesus faced were not even dreamed of by 
the people with whom the Old Testam ent authors 
deal 
»3* Moreover since Jesus did not leave any 
memoirs and did not command any one to writ» 
a line about Him and His teachings, the Old 
Testam ent was the only Bible the Christians had 
for about a hundred years after His death. This 
accounts for the fact th at wherever the word 
-scriptures’’ is used in the New Testament it 
means the Old Testament. The only possible ex­ 
ception Is 11 Peter 3:16. And the only New Testa­ 
ment book which claims to be “scripture", in the 
sense of divine authorship, which is the book of 
Revelation, was the last to be rated worthy of a 
place in our Christian Bible. M artin Luther did 
not want Revelation included in his Bible at all 
because he thought it was not on a level with 
other first century Christian writings. 
<4> The 
books that cover the 400 year gap between the 
Old and the New Testam ents are called “The 
Apocrypha". These 15 books are always included 
in the Roman Catholics’ Bible but excluded in the 
Protestants’ Bible 
Thus we see that while the 
ancient Hebrews first had only ten short sentences 
as their Bible, the Jews of Jesus' day had 39 books 
-•**H in their Bible while we Protestants have 66 in our 
$mce) 
and the Catholics have 81 in theirs. (5) The 
1<J Christians were persecuted by the Roman govern- 
7 m rnt till 312 A.D when Emperor Constantine is­ 
sued the Edict of Toleration. This accounts for 
the fact that the 27 books which make up the New’ 
Testament were not officially recognized as the 
Christians’ Bible till 397 A.D. when the Council 
of Carthage ratified them as such. 
<6> But the 
Apocyrphal books of the Old Testament were never 
officially (Jropped from the Christians’ Old Testa­ 
ment. Thev were un-officially dropped from the 
list by the British Bible Society in 1827 A.D.

allow its contents to function thru our k n o w le d g e 
of it.

It is conceivable th at some 
future super-Hitler may be able to burn all the 
translated Bibles in the world, but a living “Bible” 
like this humble neighbor can never be destroyed. 
It would out-live all literature. Such souls are 
God's word in every generation. Unless we m an­ 
age somehow to become Bible-conscious enough 
to allow it to function in producing such souls, 
we have forfeited our right to the civil liberties 
and freedom implied in the word “democracy", and 
have stripped America of her first line of defense, 
which is not a two-ocean navy or any other kind 
of war m aterial but a public conscience moulded 
by the ethical teachings of Jesus. 
The public 
conscience is always moulded and motivated by 
religion even when we call it patriotism. If it is 
moulded by the pagan religion of racial superiority, 
the by-product is a Hitlerized Europe. Hitler is no 
doubt one of the most conscientious men in Europe. 
His religious teacher was Nietzsche and now the G er­ 
man people’s Bible is Hitler’s book, “Mein Kampf". 
If we Americans want our democratic ideals, which 
are the by-product of Christ's teachings, to survive 
Hitlerism we must substitute Christ for Nietzsche 
and the New Testam ent for “Mein Kampf". Mere 
factual knowledge of the Bible is not enough. 
Unless our Bible-consciousness brings us to the 
ethical teachings of Christ we might Just as well 
not have a Christian Bible 
We must let C hrist’s 
ethical teachings mould our consciences. It is only 
a Christianized conscience th at puts principles 
above partizanism and God above gold. A com­ 
mercially competitive “Churchanity" reduces reli­ 
gion to anti-social racket. A legalistically creedal 
Christianity reduces worship to anti-social super­ 
stitions and stunts of magic. Both play into the 
hands of the dictators. If Christianity is to sur­ 
vive it m ust be lifted above both racketeering and 
superstition, and the only way to do th at is to 
become Bible-conscious enough to let C hrist’s ethi­ 
cal teachings mould our consciences.
